plight of the "retarded" pupil who. 
unable to keep apace with his other 
class mates, languishes in the same 
grade month after month, deriving.

his teacher. 
Measures for dealing with these 
two classifications of students. It was 
said, have been put into effect in 
Oakland and other large centers. It 
is the purpose of the conference to

of-the state, even to the remote rural 
school districts. 


According: to the expressed belief 


of those attending the 
conference 
this can be. acco'mplished by united 
action by city'and county organiza- 
tions throughout the state and by 
legislative action. 


A determination to enlist the sup-

Brazilian government has given a 


X concession of 250,000 acres in the 


province of *St. Paul, one of 
tho 


richest parts of South America, to 
Japanese syndicate. Word to this 
effect was brought to Ban Francisco 
today by I. Aoyagiil,, managing di- 
rector of tho Overseas Agricultural 
Development company 
of Tokyo, 
who is at the Hotel 
St. Francis. 
Aoyagul said: 


"Our Holdings are situated 
oa 
the Rlbeira river and cov,er. a total 
acreage' of 250,000, Here we have 
started a large colony, and already 
2500 Japanese .colonists have ar- 
rived. Each family of three people 
receive 7G acres, and larger families 
are given 'more .land. Here we are 
grpwing'coffee, rice, sugar, potatoes, 
and we also raise pigs and ci'Hle. 


"The climate is excellent ant, Is 
that of Southern California, and we 
hope to bring out many more Japa- 
nese settlers. 
The Brazilian gov- 
ernment is anxious to have as many 
Japanese farmers come out as pos- 
sible. 
Our concession is not ham- 


pered by any conditions, and it is 
not necessary for our colonists to 
become Brazilian citizens. . Several 
of our younger people 
are 
now 


inter-marrying' with the Brazilians. 
I am on my way to Tokj o to make 
arrangements for the building of a 
railroad lino which will connect our 
concession with the s?a coast."

Record of Body in Legislative 


Accomplishments Said to- 


Be Unsurpassed. 


WASHINGTON, 
Feb. 
IS.—With 


the passage of tho Dyer antl-lynch- 
ing bill the House 61 Representa- 
tives, under Republican leadership, 
practically cleaned up' tho entire 


• legislative program which President 
Hardink askect at the opening of the 
special session of Congress, ten 
m onths ago. 


At that time the President re- 
quested that Congress pass a reso- 
lution declaring a state of peace be- 
tween the United States and Ger- 
many; that it enact a budget sys- 
tem; an emergency tariff for tho 
benefit of the farmers; a revised 
revenue law lessening the burden oi' 
taxation upon the people; a law pro- 
Ividiug federal aid In the building 
i of public highways; the passage of 
I appropriation bills, but with every 
I reduction possible consistent with 
efficient administration; the co-or- 
dination 
of -sthe several 
federal 
agencies engaged in welfare work 
for ex-service men; a law providing 
for aid to state 'in maternity and 
child problems; the encouragement 
of cable, radio and aviation service; 
an act abolishing lynching and up- 


l holding the orderly procedure of the 
'courts In their administration of jus- 
! tice; the passage of a permanent 
; tariff law; the introduction of strict 
j economy in public expenses, and the 
creation of a department of public 
! welfare. 


BUT ONE EXCEPTION. 


The above was the legisaltive pro- 
gram Presiednt Harding urged upon 
the Republican Congress when It 
convened April 11, 1921. With one 
exception tho House of Representa- 
tives has accomplished this program. 
That exception is the creation of a 
department of public welfare. 
The 


House has not taken action upon 
this matter pending a decision by 
the President and his advisers upon 
a system of co-ordinating and sym- 
plifying tho administrative agencies 
of the government. All of the other 
above suggestions 
made 
by 
the 
President, however, have been acted 
upon 
favorably by the House of 
Representatives in less than ten 
months from the time they were 
made. 


In addition to carrying out the 
above program, Congress has en- 
acted very many laws of vital import 
to the welfare of the country. Among 
them might he mentioned the act 
providing a billion dolalr revolving 
fund to be used by tho War Finance 
Corporation for financing agricul- 
tural and livestock interests; the 
Curtis-Nelson act, whereby $25,000,- 
000 extra funds are available for 
farm loans; an act to regulate grain 
exchanges 
and 
speculating 
in 


futures; an aci, providing for fed- 
eral regulation of meat packing es- 
tablishments, stockyards and other 
industries engaged in handling live- 
stock; an 
immigration restriction 


act; reorganisation of the Philippine 
1'inanciay system, reorganization of 
the Indian bureau; thex so-called 
anti-beer act, strengthening the en- 
forcement of the federal prohibition 
amendment. 


TAX-EXE3rPT SECURITIES. 
In his address to the opening regu- 


lar session of Congress hist Decem- 
ber. President Harding recommended 
additional legislation. Some of this 
has already been enacted by both 
branches of the Congress, as, for in- 
stance, the act for refunding of 
foreign loans and the resolution pro- 
viding relief to the starving millions 
in Russia. 
In his last message, the 


President suggested that there be an 
amendment 
to 
the 
Constitution 


whereby tax-exempt securities should 
be hereafter taxed. Congress is at 
work upon this proposition. He sug- 
gested additional legislation in be- 
half of tho agricultural interests. 
Bills have-, been, introduced that are 
now well on their way putting these 
recommendations into" effect.

Japan Parties Split 


By Arms Conference 
SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 18.—The 


Disarmament Conference at "Wash- 
ington has brought matters between 
the Imperalist party and the Demo- 
cratic parties of Japan to -a definite 
head, according to F. J. Ellis, im- 
porter of Yokohama who is in San 
Francisco en route to Chicago. Ellis 
said: 


"The Imperialists do not like the 


results achieved'in Washington. They 
do not favor a naval holiday. 
But 


they are opposed by one of the 
cleverest, most democratic statesmen 
which Japan 
has ever produced. 


His name is Kotaro Mochizuki, and 
if he had nig way, he would sink 
every warship' in the deepest part of 
the Pacific, and throw in the land 
armaments for good measure. When 
Mochizuki rises froYn his place in 
parliament, there i.s always "some- 
thing doing," for he has a happy 
faculty of making the Jingoes look 
ridiculous in the eyes of the com- 
mon people. He has some traits that 
are positively "Rooseveitian," and his 
personal following is so strong that 
he.may one day head the govern- 
ment." 


Ellis states that the Japanese 


masses are awakening., that strikes 
are becoming more frequent and 
numerous', and that the common pao- 
ple are losing .their faiih in the 
ancient leadership of the nobility 
arid 'even of the emperor.

NEW YORK. FCD. IS.— The scales 


of business are commencing to bal- 
ance. 
Prices In the United States 
have ceased to swing in unison. They 
are neither being depressed nor in- 
flated in various commodities. 
They 
are swinging both up and down and 
are being influenced less by condi- 
tions as a whole than by conditions 
particular to each separate industry. 
This tendency, revealed plainly by 
business despatches received within 
the last twenty-four hours. Is taken 
to indicate a still further approach to 
normal conditions. 
It Is only when prices and costs are 
swayed Irresistibly upward or down- 
ward irrespective 
of 
conditions In 
each separate product that business 
danger becomes imminent. Normal 
conditions are safe conditions. 
Only 
when they become abnormal or sub- 
normal that business as a whole. is in 
danger. It is normal that special con- 
ditions In individual industries should 
be subject to varying demand, supply 
and competition. 
In 
business, one 
man's meat (s another's poison and it 
is natural that prices should follow 
the trend of each commodity as regu- 
lated by supply and demand. 


In proof of this, the smoke goes up 
the chimneys just the same— the fac- 
tory chimneys. That is the test. In- 
dustrial plants are Increasing their 
output; they are hiring more men; 
they are using more raw materials. 
COTTON B.EADJUSTMEIVT. 


The cotton manufacturers of New- 
England are in the midst of a read- 
justment of wages with a consequent 
lack 
of 
stabilization 
which

checked buying to some extent, while 
the southern spinners are talking of

production.

woolen mills are running full blast, 
with assurance from the largest pro- 
ducer that wages will not be cut this 
season.

Wire service la maintained between 
the headquarters camp, field points 
and lookout stations. 


Instead of the' usual overhead tel- 


ephone lines, the forest telephone 
wires hang loosely from trees ten to 
:welve feet above the ground so that 
in case a tree, falls on the line it 
merely will take up some of the 
slack and not break the wire.

During the terms of Presidents 
Harrison and Cleveland the White 
House had but one solitary telephone 
and that was used principally by tho 
servants. Today the executive man- 
sion has a private branch exchange 
and four male operators, providing a 
twenty-four-hour service, though the 
board itself Is in operation only till 
midnight. 
The telephone exchange 


is located in the office building to the 
west of the White House proper. The 
switchboard connects with the resi- 
dential portion of the White House, 
with the offices of the President and 
his secretary, with the Capitol, with 
the clerks in the office building, and 
has direct private lines to the office 


the 
fif- 
| teen private lines from the White 
j House switchboard to the homes of 
i import government officials. 
There 
| is a telephone in every room of the 
j White House and office building. 
| 
Two lines connect with the Capitol. 


I The government has its own inter- 
j departmental 
telephone 
system, 


i which connects every federal depart- 
I ment in Washington, but the White 
House switchboard is entirely inde- 
pendent. The President, to get the 
Secretary of War, does not have to 
call first through the White House 
operator, thi .ce through the Inter- 
departmental operator and linally 
through the War Department. All 
he has to .do is to pick up his re- 
ceiver, ask for the Secretary of War 
and he gets that member of his Cabi- 
net immediately. 


"Main 6" is the Wh,ite House tele- 


phone number, but not everyone who 
calls that number in the hope of talk- 
ing to the President or his secretary 
is allowed to do so. Every telephone 
caller is queried by tho operators, 
who are given discretionary powers 
and rank as assistant secretaries. The 
youngest White House operator in 
point of service has been working on 
the switchboard for eighteen years 
and the official in charge has been in 
the White House twenty-three years 
Under the spoils system these oper- 
ators could be removed with changes 
in administration, but this has never 
been done. 
Long association with the White 


House switchboard has made the 
operators familiar with the voices of 
Cabinet members, most of the Sena- 
tors and other important officials and 
'hey readily identify them when they 
call up the White House on the tele- 
jihone. 
It is said that when Mr. Wilson 


was President the White House oper- 
ators had Instructions never to ring 
(him and that during the entire eight 
years of his Incumbency President 
Wilson seldom talked on his White 
House telephone. 
President Harding is said to use 


the telephone more than any. prb- 
| vlous Chief Executive, employing it 
to transact much of the routine work 
of the day. 
Cabinet members and 


Congressmen 
invariably call 
the 
President or his secretary before vis- 
iting the White House. 
President 


McKinley was a great user of the 
telephone, as likewise was President 
Taft, while President Roosevelt is 
said to have used the telephone 
mainly for emergencies, while Presi- 
dents Cleveland and Harrison used 
the telephone but little. 
The White House press room is 


connected by direct wires with each 
1 newspaper and press association of- 
j flee. These lines do 
not connect 
through tho White House switch- 
board. All the telephone equipment 
in the White House was Installed by 
the Chesapeake and Potomac Tele- 
phone Company and most of the pri- 
vate lines that go outside tho 'White 
House arc in the underground cables 
of that company.

. 1—Size: The average person can 
easily spade and care for a garden 
10x30 feet. 
A garden of this size 


will go far to supply vegetables for 
a family of four. Your garden sho.uld 
be sufficiently large to grow enouffh 
vegetables to make it worth while, 
but not so .large as to make its care 
too much of a task. 
2—Width 
between rows: 
Rows 


must bo farther apart If a horse or 
hand-wheel cultivator is used than 
if you use hand tools, such as a 
hoe or rake. 
3—Paths: Since your plants must 


receive 
personal 
attention. 
you 


should plan your garden with paths 
'so that you can reach all parts of 
it without tramping down the plants. 
4—Rotation: 
This means using 


the same ground for the growth of 
one 
kind of crop, followed 
by 


another of a different kind, as a crop 
of corn followed by a crop of beans. 
PJach plant has habits peculiar _to 
itself. 
One plant may draw heavily 


en soil potash, another or; soil nitro- 
gen. 
. Besides, certain plants grown 


time after time In the same soil tend 
to poison it.

stood by eminent plant specialists so 
that they are now able to work to- 
ward desired results without hazard- 
ing too much to chance. 
• A hybrid is a cross between two 
plants or animals which arc unlike 
In contrasting or opposing charac- 
ters and hybrids will never breed 
true in their first generations lie- 
cause some of their germ cells carry 
one character, and some carry tne 
other, consequently some of the off- 
spring will show one character pure, 
gome tho other character pure, ana 
some will be mixed, 


i 
But by following certain well un- 
derstood 
principles desirable traits 


of character may now be intensilied 
and fixed in the offspring while at 
the same time undesirable charac- 
teristics may be completely expunged 
or eliminated at the will of the plant 
breeder. 
An Austrian monk named Gregor 


Mendel has tho honor of being the 
discoverer of the principles of the 
laws of heredity which are the gov- 
erning factors in all improvements 
which can be made in plants and 
animal life. 
One of his earlier, experiments 


made with garden peas may be giv- 
en as an example of his findings. Ha 
demonstrated .that if you cross tall 
peas with short ones the first gener- 
ation are all tall. If you now sow the 
seeds from these tall ones the off- 
spring come up one short one • to 
three tails. 
Next if you sow the 
seeds from these short ones they all 
come up short. 
And the tallness 


never returns in this strain. 
Now 
the resulting tall ones all look alike, 
but in their heredity they are of two 
softs. 
The seeds from one-third of 


these tall peas all come up tall and 
in-them the shortness never returns. 
White and black rabbits were 


mixed and again separated in a like 
manner. 
Also other striking pecul- 
iarities or characteristics, lUe cross- 
ing long-tailed cats with thorough- 
bred bob-tailed Manx cats found 
on the Isle of Man. It was found 
that a breed of bob-tailed white cats, 
or long-tailed black cats (or vice 
versa) could be made at the wui 01 
' the. breeder.

ists will no doubt go down to poster- 
ity as benefactors of the human race 
through their great improvements in 
fruits, grains, flowers, vegetables. 
But yet much greater honors will 


be accorded to the man who will ap- 
ply these laws to the direct better- 
ment of the human race and educate 
the public in the breeding of a high- 
er type of human beings and as has 
been said by a recent popular author, 
the nation that first applies thes=e 
laws to its own betterment will soon 
dominate the world.

The existing- motion picture In- 


dustry, as compared with what It 
is destined to become, seems to roe 
at about the stage of a plant just 
breaking above the soil, as com- 
pared with the tree in its full 
growth. 
AVe shall never, I think, 


see the rapacity of the motion pic- 
ture until we detach it altogether 
from its brothers of the same fam- 
ily, the' written book and the acted 
play. 
There has been a tendency 


to see the screen version of a' book 
or a play merely n.« an illustration. 
In reality the function 
of the 


screen is~to do what the book can- 
not do and what the stage play 
cannot do. The novel has its own 
function, and the stage play has 
Ita function; but the motion pic- 
ture has a Held which was never 
occupied until light was harnessed 
tc the task. 
For Ihe present, however, the 


Er.re^n play seems to me to find Its 
greatest place in bringing imagina- 
tive stimulus to the millions and 
millions o£ simple people, who had 
hitherto been obliged to go with- 
out that prime essential of life. 
It 


must never he forgotten that'the 
imagination is that power in the 
human mind which enables us to 
live life abundantly. 
There is Much a thing as having 


life in low degree, and also such a 
thing as having it in high degree. 
The imaginative faculty may bo 
suitl to be that which determines 
the quantity of life which we in- 
dividually possess.

About the last thing to consider when writing an advertisement is its 


appearance.. This feature is importantJor the following reasons: 


1. It attracts attention. 


It creates a favorable attitude of mind. 
It helps to make a lasting impression,

The means of making a Want Ad attractive, in the order of their values, 


are as follows: 


1. 
Illustrations. 


2. 
Large type. 


3. White space. 


Illustrations are the most effective, because they tell the whole story at 


a glance.

Where "cuts" (pictures) are impractical, large type may be used to good 


advantage. The points to remember when using this form of display are: 


1. Use it only for important points such as location of property, make 


of car, or position offered; not for vague statements which mean next to^noth- 
ing, such as "bargain," "snap" or "forced to sell." 


2. 
Display type derives its force from contrast. It stands out and makes 


a strong impression, because it is different from the type surrounding it. It is 
a poor policy to use the same size type for an entire advertisement, since "all 
emphasis is no emphasis." 


3. 'The additional cost is very small.

White space may be used by itself, but is generally "mployed in con- 


junction with display type to make a stronger contrast.

A Well-Advertised Judge 


Sau Francisco has had many distinguished 


jurists and barristers in the short period of i(s 
municipal history, but the one best known around 
(lie world is Superior Judge Thomas Graham. This 
is the word of one who has just returned from 
a trip abroad and a tour of this country. He 
ascribes the popularity of Judge Graham to the 
one thing that can tend to popularize anything 
or anybody when handled in the right way. It is 
advertising. Judge Graham is the best advertised 
jurist in California if not in the entire West. The 
reason is seen in the uncanny gift that his honor 
has for publicity. First he became known as "the 
great reconciler" by reason of his endeavors to 
reconcile instead of divorcing warring couples. 
This sobriquet stood him in good stead for many 
a .year, but after a while it lost its force. Some- 
thing new had to be discovered. Judge Graham 
had an idea. He thought of the lash for cruel 
husbands. 
If he could only find a way to re- 


establish the whipping post he would cure a great 
wrong and perhaps improve conditions. But that, 
he found, was impossible. The days of corporal 
punishment were of the past. Then came an in- 
spiration—why not make husbands pay for being 
cruel? He tried it out. It worked.. First he 
assessed the unhappy spouse fifty dol]ars a blow. 
Then he raised the price to an even hundred. Now 
it costs five hundred dollars a blow to beat your 
wife if you rnn afoul of Judge Graham, «nd the 
sky is the limit. The press services have carried 
the story of this new punishment for wife beaters 
all over the world and Judge Graham's name is 
on many lips.

•whether any such penalty would stand an appeal 
to the Supreme Court, but it is good publicity 
and it has a salutary effect on erring husbands. 
Advertising of this sort makes re-election certain 
every six years. 
Wetmore Is Sworn in 


. John G. Wetmore has achieved tbe remarkable 
result of being couuted*iu above two after be "was 
counted out entirely in the official canvass, and 
has taken his seat in the Board of Supervisors. 
There is some speculation as to whether his melo- 
dramatic induction will have a distinct effect upon 
that body. There are eighteen members, and it 
would not ordinarily be expected that substitut- 
ing one of them would change its complexion. 
But Wetmore has afforded evidence that he is a 
man of determination. A recount being denied 
by the authorities, he took upon himself the ex- 
pense burden.

realized by the layman. The movie magnates, al- 
ready cautious by reason of the losses they sus- 
tained as the culmination of the Labor Day party 
of Roscoe Arbuckle and the death of Virginia 
Eappe, are resolved to protect their interests in 
the future and in consequence there is to be no 
more of the long storing of screen productions 
and the laying up of a stock of features for 
months prior to their production.

A most successful musical experiment is being 


conducted

There was recently installed an organ I 


built under tbe supervision of Edwin Lemare, for , 
so long at the exposition auditorium. 
It con-' 


tains a chime of cathedral bells and is said to be 
an unusually fine instrument. 
The board of ' 


trustees, anxious to share the benefit of the organ 
with the community, arranged with Uda Waldrop 
to play daily during the noon hour. 
It was 


thought likely that at least fifty persons'might 
gather for a recital and that it would be a good 
idea to xitilize the church building by keeping it 
open for such a purpose diK-ing the week. The 
trustees and the musician were agreeably sur- 
prised by the response. 
The people came in 


crowds and the experiment has been a pro- 
nounced success. 
On occasion there have been 


as many as five hundred persons in attendance 
and the daily average is in excess of two hundred. 
Ropes, which had been placed across certain pews 
with the idea of keeping the listeners in one 
place, had to be removed in order that those who 
came might have comfort. Waldrop renders a 
different program each day and these are pub- 
lished weekly so that those who attend know in 
advance just what selections they are going to 
hear. Waldrop is not the regular organist of the 
church, but was obtained especially for the daily 
recitals. He was originally chosen to direct the 
music when the building was first constructed, 
but resigned when he found the old organ had 
been so placed as to destroy its effectiveness.

Carlo Grand Opera Company's season which es- 
'caped publicity. When the curtain went up on 
the first scene of "Aida" the artists looked out 
on an empty space that included the center sec- 
tion of the orchestra.

The sides of the house, 
balcony and gallery were filled, but the main 
section directly in front of the stage were de- 
serted. The" several hundred persons who had 
been told that the center was all sold out and 
bad contented themselves with reservations at 
the side, expected momentarily to see some organ- 
ization march into the theatre in a body. They 
waited in vain. The performance prdceeded but 
vacancy persisted.

One 
man had a vague idea that Oakland wanted to 
split "off from the rest of the county, and that 
there was a row about it; further than this he did 
not know, nor apparently care, only he did not 
seem to grieve at all over the prospect that such 
split might retard the growing industrial rivalry 
with this side that can not be ignored. But 
since Secretary Denby has declared in favor of 
accepting the 5330 acres offered as a gift by the 
city of Alameda as a naval base, and since the 
President has come out against a too-severe cut 
of naval equipment, which may argue that a base 
will be necessary after all, there has been de- 
veloped .some belated interest. It is found to be on 
account of Alameda. That town once informally 
Voted in favor of annexing to this city. It was 
at once apparent that had Oakland succeeded in 
tearing itself away Alameda would be left daiig- 
ling, nnd should its naval base be accepted by the 
government it would IHJ desirable to reckon the 
new naval base within the limits of this city. 
Alameda proper, having nowliere else to go, would 
be welcomed also. But. that ypns merely catching 


a glimpse of a ship that had passed in the night 
That there would have been legal inhibitions to 
such annexation did not seem to be an obstacle 
to my informant. It was believed that any such 
could have been easily removed. 
A Hard Luck Steamship Line 


The destruction by fire of the steamer Northern 


Pacific emphasizes again the mishaps that have 
befallen tbe crack vessels of the Pacific Steam 
ship Company, now known as the Admiral Line. 
Within the last few years three of the best liners 
of this corporation have beeu destroyed, two hav- 
ing been burned and the third going to the bottom 
of Puget Sound. In each instance the passengers 
were saved without difficulty. 
Tire first of the 


fleet to meet disaster was the steamer Congress, 
the most palatial ship of the company. While 
en route to Seattle it caught fire and, although all 
of the passengers were saved the flames destroyed " 
everything save the hull. At that time.the Pa- 
cific Steamship Company was operating four 
ships, the Congress, President, Governor and 
Queen. The loss of the first'named was a serious 
blow. Last year the Governor of the same line 
was rammed and sunk on Puget Sound almost 
within sight of Seattle while running in a dense 
fog. 
This left the company w i t h only two large 


steamers, the President and Queen, and ncgolia- . 
1kms were at once begun for the purchase of a 
third to take the place of the Governor. After a 
long period the Northern Pacific was acquired. 
Its destruction will therefore be a serious blow, 
as it was hoped with it to inaugurate an express 
service. It is strange, but the steamer Queen,^the 
oldest of the fleet, is still making her trips and'has 
had very little trouble. She was used for many 
years between San Diego and AVashington ports, 
but recentlyfias been placed on the run between 
Seattle and Alaska points. The President is the 
only vessel of the original four now operating on 
the route between Puget Sound and Los Angeles 
although the company has a large number of 
medium sized steamers on the run. 
A Closed Door 


There is a tempest: in tbe Postoffice building. 


It is more than the proverbial disturbance in a 
teapot.

Officials, 


judges, letter-carriers and others are discussing 
it, and "Jim" Powers, newly appointed postmas- 
ter, may encounter a problem unless explanations 
are forthcoming. One of the stories is to the ef- 
fect that perhaps it was to please the proprietor 
of a store on Seventh street that Powers ordered 
a door permanently shut. It appears that there 
had long been an entrance to the Postoffice from 
Stevenson street. Recently a market: man estab- 
lished a store on Market street with a Stevenson 
street entrance and a great number of persons, 
going to tbe Federal building, took a short cut 
through that way. The trade that followed was 
considerable, and the proprietors were glad to 
have their premises thus utilized. The trade so 
gained, however, was lost by some seven stores on 
Seventh street, one of which is said to be run by 
one of Powers' best friends. Whether or not he 
had anything to do with the situation is not 
known, but one day the door to Stevenson street 
was barred. The short cut through the market 
was no longer possible and there was a wail on 
the part of all who bad thus been convouicnccd, 
not to say the dealers having stalls in the 
market. 
Bay Ferry Plans 


Mayor Rolph's venture into the business of 


fei-rying automobiles across the bay was some- 
thing of a surprise to those of his friends who 
were not parties to the transaction. 
For some 


time it had been known that the Mayor con- 
templated embarking on some new enterprise. 
It 


was for that reason that he caused the filing of 
articles of incorporation some months ago, but 
that he expected to enter the transportation field 
was not suspected. 
Indeed, some of those who 


are battling for the bridge project have been heard 
to say that the city's chief executive cannot be 
very enthusiastic about the scheme, of bridging 
the bay when he would invest in a proposition 
that would lose its value after the span became 
a reality. The truth 5s that the Mayor and the" 
others who are investing -with him in the Six 
Minute Ferry Company's franchises and terminal 
rights realize that the time when the bay will be 
spanned by a bridge or the cities surrounding it 
connected by a tunnel is far in the future. The 
action of * the San Francisco-Oakland Terminal 
Railways last week in proposing a union ferry 
terminal at the northwestern side of Yerba Buena 
Island indicates that that corporation is not at 
all optimistic as to the beginning of bridge con- 
struction at any early date., Now the question 
arises as to how the Key Route proposals will 
affect Mayor Rolph's ferry. 
Given slips, and ter- 


minals on the island and a.n approach via a good 
boulevard from Oakland it would be possible to 
transport machines much cheaper than by tbe 
longer roiife proposed by the ferry concern. Of 
course it would take some time to build the ter- 
minal after permission from the government 
shall have been obtained and the Rolph ferry is 
expected to be in operation by midsummer.

•Indirect tax which they pay on prop- 
erty, motor licenses and otherwise. 


The great point is that the con- 
luming public must pay for every- 
thing—it. can come from no other 
•ource, aad should come from no 
other source. 
As to just how or 


"through what manner they pay, it 
matters little. 
However, if we axe 


•going to work on the theory of let- 
ting the man who can afford it pay 
most, 
then, they 
certainly

nearer doing it in the maintenance

than 
they .do 


vhen. paying for the maintenance 
Of the railroads—as the highways, at 
least, are largely kept up by the tax 
on property owners and those who 
use them most, whereas railroads 
aro kept up by direct tax in the form 
of freight on everything you con- 
sume, handle or wear that has ever 
teen transported over a railroad.

OME sixty years ago. a party of 


emigrant Boers made their way 
northward 
from the

The other regulation." are that said 


writer shall neither wear long-hair, 
affect freakish clothes, nor in other 
ways proclaim to the world at large" 
that he is a being set apart by ron- 
son of his work from the re*l of 
his fellow men. 


At the Thursday evening meetings 


any member who has written any- 
thing he wants criticized brings 
it 


along and reads it aloud; the mem- 
bers discuss it pro and con in a spirit 
of friendly criticism, and 
often an 


an appai^ntly hopeless story or bit of 
verse is made salable. Since these 
get-together meetings the individual 


output of each member has been in- 
creased tiOO per cent.

The old register of Tjts Casa Ne-

It is interesting to note that the pro- 
portion of foreign visitors then was 
much greater than now. for Europe 
appreciated Yosemite beauties be- 
fore America awoke to the slogan 
of "See America First." 


Among the notable names is that 


of a lieutenant who later was major 
general and chief of staff of the 
United States army, W. W. Wother- 
spoon, Philadelphia, sent a delega- 
tion of the "City council and heads 
of departments, Wednesday, August 
13, 1875." 
From Russia came the Count 


de Perwinoff, who ventured 


to record underneath his flourish- 
ing signature that he enjoyed his 
"little Awric Falls" in Europe more 
vhan the stupendous cateracts of 
Yosemite, whereupon someone-wrote 
in a bold hand beside his name the 
single epithet: 


"Ass!" - 
"John Muir, Oakland," appears on 


the register and the great naturalist's, 
love of Yosemite in all.its moods is 
shown by a letter describing the 
great storm of 1872," in which he 
declared enthusiastically: 


"We have -had the grandest flood 


that has occurred in three years. 
.More than one hundred falls aver- 
aging near 3000 feet in height sang 
together in glorious jubilee." 


Muir's account of 100 waterfalls 


has not been duplicated in recent 
years, but last spring 26 cataracts 
were counted on the walls of Yo- 
semite valley. 


The first topographical maps of 


Yosemite valley, made in the early 
'60's, is interesting as showing that 
the proportion of meadow land has 
greatly decreased since the region 
was set aside as a National park for 
the "benefit and enjoyment of the 
people," thereby protecting the tree* 
"from commercial

clusively to practice in all three. 


My education had been almost en- 
tirely private. 
Traveling from place 
to place as I did during my girlhood, 
I had little opportunity to attend 
echool in the regular fashion. Brief 
periods of schooling alternated with 
private \tu rtoring. 
During one of my father's excur- 
sions I visited an uncle in New 
York. Through him and his friends 
I became Interested In art and de- 
cided to train myself for a career a» 
an artist, 
But this plan was Interrupted by 


the return of my 
father and our 
departure for another station. It waa 
not until many months later that I 
found an opportunity to put my plan 
In execution. 
My father was ordered to the Phil- 


ippines for a stay of indefinite 
length. 
For the tlrst time in my 


life, I did not accompany him. In- 
stead, I remained with my mother la 
Chicago. 
This afforded the opportunity to 


follow a course as an art student that 
I had hoped to ,enjoy ever since my 
visit to New York. 
Accordingly, I 


enrolled at the Chicago Art Institute. 


My first screen experience cam* 


during fills period. 
A comedy com- 
pany producing in New York an- 
nounced that it could use the serv- 
ices of "young women who could 
ride, swim and dance." 
It wasn't 
the nrst time I had heard of thos* 
requirements. 
But it' wa* the first 
time that I paid heed to the call. 
Largely as a a lark, I applied t» 
the casting director of. the com- 
pany in question. 
To my surprise,. 


I- was chosen and told to report th» 
following morning. 
I didn't know the nrst principle of 
screen make-up; I had never had; 
any dramatic experience of any kind 
and I don't believe that T had ever 
eeen a motion picture camera before 
that memorable morning; 
Somehow or other I succeeded in , 
getting; through that flrst day. 
It 
was pleasant 
enough, 
out 
tfi« 
strangeness of: it all confused me. A 
kind-hearted fellow worker taught 
me the rudiments of make-up. Th« 
director helped me with the work 
before the camera. 
That picture was a comedy of tn« 
slapstick variety. I was just one of 
the mob. 
But it was a beginning. 
And it proved so interesting- and 
eeemed to have so many possibilities 
that I abandoned my art career 
almost before it started and decided 
In favor of the photoplay. 
But Chicago is not — and was not 


then — the motion picture center of 
th« world. 
If I was to succeed In 
pictures. I argued, I must go where- 
pictures are made. 
Mv mother has been in interested 
observer of mV early efforts. 
She.. 
eympathlzed with my desire to pro- 


•• gress in this field of work. 
And so 
when I suggested that -we pack up 
our belongings and betake ourselves 
to Los Angeles she agreed with me 
that it was the wise thing to do. Sha 
so many days a£ter this decision was 
reached found us established in Hol- 


My experience to date had been 


exclusively in comedy— comedy of 
the pure slapstick kind. 
Naturally 


I turned to comedy when I started 
In search of work in Southern Cali- 
fornia. 
It was at the old Mack 
Sennett studio that I succeeded -in 
securing a place. 
, / „ „ . , 
Of course I didn't step Into any 
leading roles on the strength of my 
slender Chicago 
experience. 
In- 
etead I exercised my ability to "ride 
swim and dance." And of these the 
•wimming was the most Important. 
ft11 things baw »a tad. 


-Eventually I arrived at the point 


where I waa .featured in comedy. 
This was after the formation of the 
old Triangle organization in which 
Mack Sennett combined forces with 
D. W. Griffith and Thos. H. Ince. 
I was co-starred with Bobby Vernon 
In a series of two-reel comedies that 
are still playing in out-of-the-way 
comers of the world today. 
It has been said that the hardest 
step in the world for an actor or 
actress to take Is from com'edy to 
drama. I believe that because of 
my own experience. I had_Iearned 
ian« before thia that I lacked th« 


qualities of a really treat comedl" 
enne. 
I suppose I could have gone 
on playing comedy roles success- 
fully for years. 
I might have won 
considerable fame as a laugh maker. 
But 'way down in my own heart I 
knew that my real field of endeavor 
was the-field of serious drama. 
The difficulty was to make the 
porducers understand my possibili- 
ties. 
They had dropped into the 
habit of regarding r.ie as a comedy 
player and it took months of beg- 
ging on my part before they would 
trust me in a serious role. 
But they did. That's the impor-

brief series of dramas that marked 
the turning point in my career. They 
were all made under the Trianglo 
banner.

B. de Mille was searching for a new 
leading woman to replace Florence 
Vidor, who Had temporarily retired 
from the screen. 
He had just pro- 


duced "Old Wives For New" with. 
Miss Vidoii. Elliott Dexter and^Sylvia 
Ashton. 
It had been a. tremendous 
success. 
As his next story he had 
chosen "Don't Change Your Hus- 
band," an original by Jeanie Mac- 
Pherson. But he was unable to find 
an actress to portray the wife that 
met with his critical approval 
As' is his custom, he viewed dozens 


of pictures searching for just the 
type of girl he had in mind. 
By a 
fortunate accident he- happened to 
see one of the pictures from the 
Triangle studio. 
The following day 
I received an invitation to visit his 
office at the Lasky studio. 
Needless to say, I was present well 
in advance of the specified time. la 
common with alt the other strug- 
gling young actresses in filmdom L 
had dreamed .of appearing under 
Mr. de Mille's direction. But that 
dream had apparently been doomed 
to remain just a dream and nothing 
more. 
Now it might all come true! Thero 
I was, actually waiting to meet Mr. 
Da Mille, with excellent possibilities 
of being cast in one of his all-star 
productions. 
I shall never forget that first in- 
terview. 
Ki» office—a 
spacious, 
cathedral-like room—is so arranged 
that the light comes from behind 
Mr. De Mille's desk. 
The visitor is 
thus placed in the spotlight while 
the host is in the shadow and free 
to examine the visitor without him- 
eelf being more than halt visible. 


-We talked a little of my work and, 


of my ambitions and he told me 
something of the story he planned 
to fllm. And all the time I could 
feel him watching me, studying me 
and mentally analyzing every fea- 
ture. 
He was 
characteristically 
non-committal. 
When the interview 


ended I couldn't tell whether I had 
favorably impressed 
him or not. 
But at least he hadn't made up his 
mind to discard me. That "much I 
learned. 
Nor did he make up his mind im- 
mediately. 
It was several days be- 


fore I received another message re- 
questing me to be at Mr. De Mille'a 
office at a certain time. 
Again I was there promptly at th« 


appointed moment 
This time I 
learned that I had been selected for 
the role but that it might mean 
that I would have to undergo a slight

operation.

didn't Ilka my nose. 
Pvegardless of such slight matters 
as operations, I agreed and we speed- 
ily came to terms. Subsequent screen 
tests saved me from the operation. 
My nose -remained intact and we> 
proceeded with the production work 
on "Don't Change Your Husband." 


Once again I studied and learned 
as we worked. I continued to study 
and learn throughout the making of 
"Mala and Female," the De Mille 
adaptation of Sir James M. Barrie's 


. "The Admirable Crichton." 
' 
So it continued through such pic- 
tures as "Why Change Your Wife?" 
"Something To Think About" and 
"The Affairs o£ Anatol." 
Through 
all of these I was merely a featured 
member of the cast; Cecil B. de 
Mille does not star any player ia his 
own 
productions. ' But 
stardom 
cornea as a result of work under hi3 
direction. 
It was while at work on "Some- 
thing To Think About" that I learned 
that I was to be starred. My actual 
debut as a star waa not made until 
some time later because of the in- 
tervening "The Affairs of Anatol." 
"The ' Great Moment," the Elinor 
Glyn story which was my first indi- 
vfdual venture, was produced imme- 
diately 
after 
the 
completion of 


"Anatol." 
Since that time I have appeared 
In four pictures of my own—"The 
Great Moment," "Under the Lash," 
"Her Husband's Trademark" and 
"Beyond the Rocks," another Elinor 
Glyn story which we are just com- 
pleting at this time. 
To Cecil B. de Mille I owe an enor- 


mous debt of gratitude. 
Not only 
did he provide the opportunity and 
the training' but he pointed out the 
particular thing which I could <3o 
best. 
He solved the problem of the 
type of role I was best fitted to por- 


• tray. 
I- worked and labored on my 


own account—and it was not easy 
work from my comedy days to the 
present. 
The public is a hard task- 


master. 
That I learned 
in Da 
Mille productions but its full signin-- 
cance did not strike me until I faced 
the responsibility of my own efforts. 
But just as the public is a hard 
master, so It is an appreciative one. 
It rewards those who please it; It 
destroys those who do not. The task 
of a screen star Is to earn tha ra* 
ward, alone and unaided,

The number of detectives and of- 


ficers employed by the Federal gov-

All this on the authority of no less 


a person than E. C. Yellowly, repre- 
sentative extraordinarq of Prohibi- 
.tion Commissioner R. A. Haynea, 
.who is making a tour of the entire 
country in the interests of the "bone 
dry" fight. 
I found the man from" Washing- 


ton, D. C.. sitting at a table in the 
San Francisco Customs House with 
E. Forrest Mitchell, who rules Cali- 
fornia's dry army, an assistant and -a 
.local politician. 


On this desk was arrayed whisky, 


.champagne, cognac, and wine bottles. 
pach filled with its enticing exhilar- 
ant. There was a bottle of Canadian 
Club whisky, the familiar square out- 
lines of a gin container, the long, ta- 
pered, gold-sealed champagne bottle, 
a pint flask of absinthe, a quart of 
sherry. The bottles were sealed.

"Distilling of poison beverages is 


more rampant in big cities than in 
the country now," said Yellowly," 
just reversing the conditions before 
the prohibition law took effect. • 


"New Orleans, St Louis, Chicago, 


Los Angeles, San Antonio, Milwau- 
kee, 
Boston—all thes« cities and 


many others are afflicted with that 
noxious plant, the bootlegger." 


"We must keep our numbers se- 
cret," said Mitchell, who is a small, 
blue-eyed, amiable man. "It is like 
warfare. 
.In battle you would not 


tell the enemy the size of your army. 
1 cannot reveal the personnel work- 
ing in California or the San Fran- 
cisco bay region. By the same token 
Air.

The Land Smugglers' Route. 


Of the 4500 miles of frontier which 


the government agents must guard 
to prevent the entry of booze, nearly 
1300 
miles separates 
the United 


States from the lawless wastes of 
Mexico. 
And all along this inter- 


national boundary line from Browns- 
ville, Tex., to Tia J.uana, Lower Cali- 
fornia, conspirators 
are 
busy 
on 


both sides, laying their plans to slip 
cases of the magic yellow fluid past 
the revenue men. 
I was talking to a government de- 


tective who 
had 
seen 
Jl,150,000 


worth of liquor, stored in a great 
American owned warehouse at Mexi- 
cali, just across the line from Cal- 
exico. This same detective 
stated 


that 16,000,000 -worth of the stuff 
had been moved just across the Cali- 
fornia line when the country went 
dry. In Tia Juana more than a. mil- 
lion dollars' 
worth 
of high-grade 


bonded liquor is under guard, wait- 
ing to be smuggled a little at a time 
intij -thaiUnited States. • 


A gigantic 
syndicate 
owns this 


liquor and is engaged in wholesale 
bribery -of customs officers, detect- 
ives and enforcement officers. Com- 
peting with this syndicate . is an- 
other big group of Canadian smug- 
glers who ship, whisky from 
Van- 


couver, B. C.. to Mexico, with the 
express purpose of smuggling it into 
California, Arizona, New Mexico and 
Texas. ' 
The Mexican cities to which this 


liquor is shipped are the merest vil- 
lages, incapable of consuming one- 
thousandth part of the shipments re- 
ceived. They are lawless, unprogres- 
sive, desert oases, devoid of industry, 
thriving on gambling and liquor. 


Whisky in Mexico sens at $26.50 a 


case of 12 bottles. 
These same bot- 


tles (fifths) delivered in San Fran- 
cisco sell for $10. 
It costs $10 "backsheesh" per case 


to run the liquor over the line. From 
here it is shipp^Lby truck to the 
big cities, 
or cwllral 
distributing 
depots. 
Hidden in spare tubes, in 


gasoline tanks, concealed in women's 
clothing, disguised as cans of milk, 
or packed as merchandise, the liquor 
shipments get by the authorities with 
repeated success. 
From Tia Juana to San Diego, from 


Mexicali across to Calcxico in Cali- 
fornia, from Nogales, Mexico, into 
Nogales. Ariz., 
across the interna- 


tional -bridge at Ciudad Juarez to El 
Paso, Tex, at Eagle Pass, Laredo and 
Matamoras—these are the places of 
entry. And this does not account for 
the "lone wolf" runner who crosses 
tb the American side at night in the 
desert far from guards and civiliza- 
tion.

ico are all Americans. And there is

-Very few 
people put away enough liquor' in 
their cellars to tide them over until 
the present time, so that even the 
wealthier folk must now depend-on 
the garbage man, the barber, the 
restaurant- keeper; the "soft drink" 
purveyor and the hat cleaner for his

Despite the fact thut the govern- 


ment confiscated G,«00 000 gallons of 
alcoholic beverages during 1921 and 
arrested 40,000 
bootleggers, 
there 


were many who escaped the law and 
the land was inundated >vith a mess 
of poison under various guises. 
Sixty persons were killed outright 


by deadly 
mixtures in California 


alone in one 
year, while 
many 


others perished from the effects of 


- prolonged inhibition of fusel oil, for- 


maldehyde and wood alcohol.

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Amazing Career of.Mata 


Hari and Her Execution 
By Firing Squad, Smil- 
ing, Told for First Time* 


Mata Hari, "The Red 


Dancer,," faced 
the 
firing 


squad 
at 
Vincennes, just 
outside Paris, at dawn on October 
15, 1917; after her conviction of being 
a. spy in the pay of the Germans, the 
French public was permitted to 
know nothing of her marvelous his- 
tory during the war. This has just 
been revealed by Major- Emile Mas- 
eard of the military government of 
Paris, who was in charge of the exe- 
cution. 


Everybody in Paris knew that 
Mata, Hari was one of the supreme 
•samples in modern times of the 
Oriental dancer-courtesan, that she 
counted her victims by the hundreds 
In the ranks of the frequenters o£ tho 
night resorts and private salons 
where she enthralled men. But they 
were not aware that she had intimate 
friends on every general staff in, 
Europe, that she learned the military. 
plans of the allies even before they 
were transmitted to the commanders 
s.t the front, and that she ensnared 
a» high a personage as, the French 
minister of war. These- are the facts 
wh-ich have been revaated by Major 
massard. 
* 


Mata Hari, whose real name was 
Marguerite Gertrude Zelle, was born 
In Java about forty-five years ago. 
Her father was Dutch, her mother a, 
native of the Dutch East Indies. She 
married at the age of 15, a Scottish 
officer named MacLeod, who took 
her to British India, where his regi- 
ment was stationed. 
After a few 
years, in the course of which she 
studied the native dances which she 
was later to interpret on the stage 
of half a dozen European capitals, 
her perverse character began to show 
itself, and Captain MacLeod divorced 
ber. 


The dancer had found her avoca- 
tion, however, and she turned her 
back without regret on the Orient 
to come to show her shapely limbs in 
Europe. 
How daring her dancing 


was may be Judged by a. phrase she 
used at her trial, ' whea the court 
asked her why she was on such good 
terms with the chief of police of 
Berlin. 


"In Germany," sh& retorted, with 


a show of indignation, "the police 
have the right of censorship of the- 


- atrical costumes. They declared that 
I was too lightly garbed. The.chief 
of police came to look at my dance. 
yfe became friends." 
" In Paris her success was no less 
great. During army manoeuvres she 
was the guest of high commanders. 
She made many trips to Italy, Spain, 
Germany and Russia. At her pretty 
and 
daintily 
furnished 
home at 
Neuilly, she" entertained politicians, 
judges, artists and military leaders. 
She was laying the wires for the big 
deal she planned to make when the 
Inevitable war began. 
On the morning Of August 14, 1914, 
Mata Hari was in Berlin. She was 
lunching in a fashionable restaurant 
with the chief of police when the 
crowd learned that war was de- 
clared. 
In the pandemonium which fol- 


lowed, the dancer and her powerful 
friend were seen to leave the restau- 
rant by a side door and drive to the 
ministry of war. French secret serv- 
ice men were even then on her trail. 
At her trial, Mata Hari admitted this 
incident. The president of the court 
questioned her: 
"The chief of the German espion- 
age service gave you thirty thousand 
marks and sent you to Paris, through 
Belgium and England, informing you 
that you would be known by the sign 
C A- 24. How do you explain that?" 
"Yes, I received thirty thousand 
marks. But it was not the price of 
espionage. I received it from my 
lover, the chief of the secret police. 
That sum wasn't unusual. I never 
accepted less." 
•'What did you come to Pans for? 
The war was on and you were a 
foreigner." 
The dancer declared she wanted to 
eeil the furnishings of her home at 
Neuilly and go to Holland. The presi- 
dent of the court was implacable. He 
continued: 
"Then, why did you leave Neuilly 
and proceed to the French front, 
•where vou remained seven months, 
pretending to be attached to an am- 
bulance at Vittel?" 
"Because I wanted to devote my- 
self to a poor Russian officer. Cap- 
tain Marow, who had been blinded. 
I was tired of my life of debauch and 
desired to make good by acting as 
nurse for an unfortunate 
officer 


•whom I loved, the only man I ever 
loved." 
As she uttered these pleading 


•words, the Circe wept and looked for 
sympathy from the officers who were 
•judging- her. She didn't get it. In- 
stead, she- heard from the president 
of the court these words: 
"You spent most of your time 
seducing our brave flying men. They 
were heroes but they were human 
and vou got information from them 
of our preparations. 
You learned 


where our special agents were to be 
dropped behind the German lines to 
bring back information. You sent 
that secret to*t»e German* You ax. 


guilty of the death of scores of our 
bravest soldiers." 


She was stunned by the exactness 


of the knowledge of her every act, 
but tried a last effort to excuse her- 


- self. 
. 


"Was it my fault if my lover was 


chief of the German secret service? 
Naturally I corresponded with him, 
and perhaps I told too much of what 
was doing at the French front." 


, 
And seeing the look of disgust on 


the faces of the members of the 
court, Mata Hari exclaimed with a. 
great show of wounded pride: 


"You are trying to trap me. For 


French "officers, you are not at all 
gallant." 
Captain Wattine, the representa- 
tive of the goveounent on the court- 
martial. JurnpecRo his feet, bowed 
to the dancer, and replied: 
. "you must excuse us, Madame. We 
are French soldiers and we arc de- 
. fending our country." 
The president of the courtmartial 


recalled to Mata Hari that once in 
Paris, when she thought herself sus- 
pected by the Fernch, she offered 
her services to the Fernch counter- 
espionage. 
"I had good sources of informa- 
tion," the dancer replied, "and I 
wanted to be useful to France." 
"Because the Germans were not 


able to send you any more money, we 
having discovered their method," re- 
torted the president dryly. 
Mata Hari said she offered to give 
th« French information about tha 
German submarine -bMM on th» 
north'African-coast, 


"Where did you get th« informa- 
tion?" asked the-court, "If it wer* 
true; it showed you ware hi the pay 
of-tho Germans, and if it were false, 
lt_ showed' you wera trying to triclc 
us."The dancer's face showed that thft 
blow had gone home. The president 
of the court then brought out that 
she had offered to proceed to Bel- 
gium and work against the Germans. 


For some unexplained reason,1 pos- 


sibly because of her powerful friends, 
the French authorities did' not even 
then take action against the woman. 
She asked to be sent to England and 
her request was acceded to. There 
she tried to take a boat for Holland, 
but the British secret service ar- 
ranged things so that when Mata 
Hari landed from that boat, it was 
at Bilbao, Spain. That trip was her 
undoing. She was practically peni-~ 
less, but managed to get to Madrid 
and put up at the Grand Hotel. There 
she met the German military at- 
tache and tried to make the ac- 
quaintance of the French attache. 
The latter, warned from Paris, was 
on his guard. As nothing could be 
gotten out of the Frenchman, the 
dancer turned to the German. Van 
Kroon, the German attache, was 
smitten by her charms and made 
her presents of valuable gems. But 
Mata Hari didn't want jewelry. She 
went to the neutral legation, received 
the money and, as she stepped into 
the street, was arrested.

Hari posed tho following question:

Have I ever tried to make you. be-

Long ago, a mind less determined, 


a heart less brave, a soul less flam- 
ing', would have succumbed to that 
involidism which time upon time, 
has threatened to snuff out the can- 
dle of the Adams career, but which 
she has always heroically lighted 
afresh at no matter what physical 
pain, what mental torture to self. 


Maude Adams was born in Salt 


Lake City, .Utah, November 11, 1872. 
Her mother, Annie Adams Kiskad- 
den, was a member of the old Brig>- 
ham Young Stock Company in that 
city, and baby "Maude" made her 
initial appearance on the stage at 
the early age of nine months, when 
she was -carried on in the arms of 
her mother as the heroine of "The 
Lost Child."

School for Girls in Salt Lak« City. 


Rumors of Secret Marriage

She was 16 and as sweet a miss as 
ever came knocking at the stage 
doors of thp metropolis when she 
sa'me to New York and was engaged 
by Duncan B. Harrison for a part in 
"The Paymaster." 
E. H. Sothera 


was quick to catch a gem-talent as 
yet uncut. He cast her for Louisa in 
"The Highest Bidder" and as Jessie 
Dean in "Lord Chumley. 


In March of 18'89' she made her 


appearance as Dot in "A Midnight 
Bell." 
Mr. Charles Frohman saw 


that here was more than a pretty 
and appealing ingenue. He caught 
the flicker of the fire of genius. He 
engaged her for his stock company. 
.Then came two years of stmly and 
steady growth under his direction 
with "such plays as "All the Coin- 
forts of Home," "Men and Women" 
and "The Lost Paradise" for a back- 
ground. 
For three hundred nights in Now 


York the S. 11. O. sign showed in 
front of the Empire theater while 
eager audio ces were awed by l!io 
fragile caprice, the wistful lieauty, 
the 
youthful 
appeal 
of 
Babble. 


After the final curtain had fallen on 
the night of the closing performance 
men 
and -vonion rose from their 


seats, cheering .to the echo. 
The 


theater was draped with American 
flags as for a war hero. 
Flowers 


were banked nt the sides, overflowed 
the boxes, trickled for down into the 
aisles. 


BKWILDKUEU BY HONORS. 


From behind the scenes came the 


word that 1hc mcsdest young recipi- 
ent of such signal honors was be- 
wildered, unable to realize what it 
was all about. 
Stage fright seized 


her a,s she stepped before the cur- 
tain, whither she had been sum- 
' 


moned by the persistence of an au- 
dience which refused to leave the. 
theater without one more sight of 
her.She stammered a word of thanks, 
retiring 
hastily when realization 


came she could go no further. 
The next 
twenty years records 


brilliant success, broken only by the 
inability of the frail body to endure 
the strain of constant intensified ef- 
fort.

American-dramatic history, opposite 
the name of Adams we find such

But1 first let me state 
that'l do not believe in the whole- 
sale abandonment of housew'orli by 
women. 
There was never a daugh-. 


ter of Eve that didn't at some time" 
or other, or perchance most of the 
time, 
think- 
she was meant 
for 


higher spherr-s than that of th« dish 
pan. 
Most of that feeling is based, 


not on a superior talent, but on the 
universal dislike to hard work. That 
sort of a feel'ng will make a wreck 
of any career. Neither is this article 
intended for the support of those 
who are suppering from Swelled 
Heads, who yearn to "express them- 
selves on higher planes." and who 
feel that they are hampered by home- 
ana children. We are discussing the 
diversified work needs of serious, 
sensible women, and hoa- those needs 
may bet met. 
So here come my 


"believes" and then I'm ready to 
hear yours. 


I believe that the rudiments of 


housekeeping^ and home manage- 
ment should be taught all girls from 
the day they enter the Kindergarten 
and 
that, during 
the 
grammar 
grades, such teaching should con- 
stitute the major part of their in- 
struction. I think that such teach- 
ing would be our greatest portec- 
tion again unhappy marriages for it 
would not 
only equip all 
future- 


wives, but would show those who 
are utterly unfitted for housekeep- 
ing that such is not their sphere. 


I 
believe 
that 
definite, 
pre- 


nuptial. financial contracts, relative 
to division to income, should be as 
much a part of the marriage ar- 


rangements as the wedding ceremony 
itself. We are very careful to insist 
on such.arrangements during divorce 
proceedings—when the harm has 
been done. Why not insist on them 
before marriage, and prevent the 
harm? It would help in a multitude 
of ways. 
It would bring home the 


seriousness of marriage to foolish 
youngsters. It would protect wives 
from the selfishness and greed of 
some tuisbands. Above all, it would 
lift marriage out 
of the 
SENTI- 


MENTAL SLOUCH in which it now 
wallows and place it on a plane ot 
dignity and financial justice where 
it

twenty-eighth, attempted November 3, 
lSS:t. proved his undoing. 
He had 


gone once too often to tin- well Con- 
stam success had made Bluck Bart 
careless. 
An odd peculiarity was his seepiing 


determination to earn the. second title 
he hfiil bestowed upon himself, that 
of 1J O S. This was a tittle private 
joke over which he chuckled, for he 
was perfectly aware that he was no 
poet- 
After nearly every robbery a- 
bit of doggerel was 
found in the 
shattered treasure box, in which he 
made some humorous allusion to the 
attempts to capture him and defied

The Sun Francisco residence hail to 
be maintained, as the b!g,.city was 
the only place where he could dispose 
of gold dust and amalgam year after 
year with safety to himself.

and Surrounding Country, Stirred by Mystery of 
Death of Young Girl^ThoiLeftMome With Her 
Fiance One Evening; Never Seen Alive Again. 


>-pHOSE who think of New York as It «tet*fl,ta**olonial times or 


I A m the days immediately Jtollbwing the -Revolution, usually pic- 


ture it as a place of .^exceptional calm, .with the occasional 


arrival of a stage coach as tb» ;.«olT ripple to an .otherwise -placid 
monotony. But, aa it happens, the Jfew Torfc of those -days-was 
the scene of a murder mystery as -baffling .and .is mysterious as 
the disappearance of Dorothy Arnold .,«t -the killing; -«f El well, til* 
auction bridge expert. In fact, the nrarder••jot.Gullelme...Sandsrand 
the subsequent trial of the man charged with;l»«r death jrtirrwd _th« 
country for miles around as It had seldom Jwien.JiUiTed1.by any other 
murder case In the annals of the state, while -the .names of -the . 
lawyers on both aides read like a section' of :the -early American 
"Who's Who." 


The crime in question came to light during Christinas week, 


1799. 
At this time, Ellis Ring, a Quaker, and hte wife Catherine 


were living in a farmhouse on what is now the site^of the Franklin 
Street station of the 'Ninth Avenue elevated. 
Living" with them 


were Mr*. RingNs.sister, Hope Sands, a cousin, Guilelma Sands, and 
a m**t«r ,«*rj>eater -by the .name of Levi Weeks. The latter fell 
In lov« with Mias Gnilelzna Sands "almost immediately -npon her 
arrival, and -the :IanUly ;by 
no means :frowned upon 
itbe Attachment 
which 


•prang up .between the • 
young -couple—-on .attach- 
ment which culminated In 
the 
announcement .by 


Guilelma on the evening 
of December 2:9, -1799, 
that she and Weeks were 
going to be privately mar- 
Tied that night. 


Mrs. Ring, according to 


her testimony at the '.trial, 
was certain that ahe had 
heard Weeks and /Miss 
Bands leave the house to- 
gether about 8 o'clock in 
tbe .evening, and she was 
therefore not a little sur- 
prited -when, shortly after 
10 .o'.clock, the 
master 
carpenter returned alone 
.and asked if Guilelma had 
•gone to bed. Mrs. Ring • 
replied that she thought 
the two of them hadsone 
out 
together, 
b,ut, 
as 


Weeks said, "If Guilelma 
had gone out wfth 'me, 
she would have returned 
with me"—and sat down 
to await his fiancee's re- 
turn. 
Morning 
broke, 


however, 
without 
t h« 


slightest 
trace 
of 
the 
missing girl, and a search 
was at once instituted, 


• bringing to light several 


persons 
w h o 
declared 
that they had seen Miss 
Sands getting i n t o a 
eleigh about 8 o'clock the 
previous :night, ?.t»ut that 
they had :not '.been ;at>le 
to see the iacee of tthjp 
other occupants. A ;few . 
days later -a -muff,:identi- 
fied as'toelonging-ito ::Miss 
Sands, :wa» lp.un.d jiear ;a 
well ,in ithe .lonely ; Lia- 
penard meadows, ,aJ)d, on 
January :2 ,a /search of 
the bottom t.of'th*-well re- 
vealed ,-th« .body of ;the 
missing --woman, -srJ t h 
5,5^ :~rK?...- 


^bruises 'about ;«er -.throat 
and her-tclotbing \torn, but 
no o,Uxer.*J«n«iof-,i>hy.»ical 
injury •whatever. 
Following ithe -.verdict 
of the-coronerjs jiiiy nthat 
Miss . Sande jhad .-come tto 
her death "at :the 'hands 
of a person or persons un- 
known," .Levi Weeks -.waa 
arrested-and chargedivith 
the murder, Apparently 
only because- public sen- 
timent 
demanded ssora* 
victim $nd ;not ;because 
there was :-any ^ceal .evi- 
dence against'him. 
His 
trial which commenced on March 31, IsOO. was-notable not only 
because of the interes't which it occasioned, but also because of the 
names included among its list of legal lights. The trial judge was 
none other than Chief Justice Lansing, later destined to ifigure in 
one of the most impenetrable mysteries which New York has ever 
known, while Weeks' counsel were none other than Aaron Burr and 
Alexander Hamilton, who were soon to fight their celebrated duel, 
while the fate of the former's daughter was to be as much of a 
riddle as the death of the girl whom Burr's client was accused of 
murdering. 


Witnesses for the defense proved that the master carpenter had 


been at his brother's house from shortly after 8 o'clock in the eve- 
ning until 10 o'clock, and that the defendant had not exhibited the 
slightest trace of worry or excitement at this time. As Mrs. Rins 
stated positively that Weeks had returned about 10:30, and It waa 
manifestly impossible for the accused man to have covered the 
distance between his brother's house and the Lispenard meadow 
and return within half an hour, Chief Justice Lansing directed the 
jury to bring a verdict of "Not Guilty," -which it did at 2:30 in the 
morning, while a crowd of hundreds «t people waited outside the 
courthouse for the conclusion of one of the most.remarkable trials 
on record—a trial which failed to throw the slightest light upon ona 
of the most remarkable and deepest mysteries of its kind.

having brought with him In his litter a former prisoner of his at 
Plgneroi, whom he obliges to keep himself always masked and whose 
ua«m« is not toid." 


So .T«ad -the -,«ntrjr won the ret^ater of the Bastile, practically' 


•the only authentic record of one of the most mysterious characters 
.-in bistory—the tsmn *ln the velvet (or Iron) mask whose Identity 
has b««n a subject of discussion and conjecture by countless novel- 
ists and historians during the past three centuries. 
, 


Who was he—this man whose lace must be forever hidden from 


the ••world? 


Of what trim* wao he guilty or suspected? 
"Who had /sentenced him to a lifetime of Imprisonment, with the 


.added torture of perpetual silence and the hiding of his features? 


There can be no authentic answers to these questions, for re- 


search *""» never uncovered the real facts connected with the 
strange prisoner, but there are a mnmber of cleverly substantiated 


reports about the masked 
man which point in a 
number of directions. 


In the first place, It is 


evident that the prisoner 
was of royal birth, be- 
cause it Is recorded that 
even the governor of the 
prison 
had 
to 
stand 


with his head uncovered 
in his presence, and that 
he was accorded many 
liberties not usually grant- 
ed to those 
imured in 


the 
Bastile. 
Again, 


though 
history 
usually 


refers to the prisoner as 
"the man in the iron 
mask," and Voltaire gives 
a number of supposedly 
authentic 
details 
about 


the metal face-covering, 
another brief en-try in the 
Bastile 
register 
states 
that the mask was of vel- 
vet and not of iron, thus 
disposing of at least a. 
portion of the torture to 
which the 
prisoner 
is 


supposed to have been 
subjected. 
Finally, the records **of 
the prison also state that 
the man of mystery re- 
mained within the grim 
walls for five years, two 
months and one day, and 
that his burial was at- 
tended with as much se- 
crecy as life had been—- 
only M. de Saint - Mars 
and 
Louis 
XTV being 
cognizant 
of 
his 
final 


resting place. 


So much for the known 
facts, few and unenlight- 
ening as they are. 
The 


first attempt ait the ex- 
planation of the mystery 
came in the publication 
of a series of anonymous 
"Memoirs" s o m e fifty 


iS$ 
years after the death of 


'!•? 
Louis XTV, when it was 


las 
definitely stated that the 
masked 
prisoner 
had 


been the illegitimate son 
of Louis by the beautiful 
.Louise de la Valliere, and 
that he had borne the 
title of the Due de Ver- 
mandois, being sentenced 
to a lifetime of secret 
imprisonment for daring 
to strike his half-brother, 
the Dauphin. . 
In 
his 
"Century of 


Louis XIV," Voltaire also 
attempted to explain the 


' - mystery by stating that 


- the 
prisoner was Louis' 
v 
own half-brother, the son 
.Of Anne of Austria and 


Cardinal Mazarin, sent to the Island of Sainte-Marguerite and later 
transferred to the Bastile because of the danger inherent in his 
pretensions to the throne of France. 


Still another reputed authority reverses this theory by declaring 


that the man in the velvet mask was the rightful Louis himself, and 
that the Grand Monarch was none other than the son of Anne and 
Car-dinal Mazarin, -who ruled for more than seventy years solely by 
virtue of his deception and the imprisonment of the real monarch. 
Others—and among them Dumas—have assumed that the prisoner 
was the twin-brother of Louis, imprisoned in order to -avoid the 
complications which would have followed any attempt to dis- 
tinguish between the sons, either as to features or as to the prce- 
dence of birth. 
A fifth 'theory is that the masked man was Jam«s do la Cloche, 
son of Charles II of England, who disappeared shortly befoYe the 
man in the velvet mask first made hla appearance at Sainte-Mar- 
guerite, but this statement is founded mainly upon the conjunction 
of dates rather than upon any direct evidence. Apart from his 
mask and the fact that he was of royal birth, history is as silent as 
the sphinx about the strange prisoner—probably the greatest indi- 
vidual enigma, in all the annals of European courts.

A ROLLING PIN. 


The writer was i"n Scout eampvjne 


morning and noticed the hard time a 
certain Scout was having to work 
out the dough for his biscuits. There 
was a flat, smooth stone near by that 
water would have made nice and 
clean, and when sprinkled with flour 
would have made a fine place to roll 
out that dough. Handy, too, was a 
fine round stick that would have 
made a rolling- pin with the bark 
peeled off. The boy never saw either. 
He lacked imagination and observa- 
tion both. The two together would 
have made him resourceful and he 
•would have had a rolling pin. Now 
here is the way to make one sure 
enough and it is not so hard. Select 
a piece of wood as round ap possible. 
Cul off the right length with the axe. 
or cut down with the knife. 
Skin 


off the bark and whittle as straight 
as you eari by removing the high 
spots. 
Then cut down the ends to 


smaller 
size 
to 
form 
handles.

a "Plumb" ".Marvel," or some such, 
brand recommended by Scout head- 
quarters. 
Others are not good just 


because they are cheaper. 
Often 


they are entirely too soft. 
If your 
ax is good and sharp you can cut 
very close after you get practice, so 
that really finished work is possible. 
You can chop wood, hew it squara 
and provide planks, beanis, etc., for 
Cabins, make fence posts, etc. You 
can sharpen sticks, make tent pegs, 
cut ridge poles for your tents, and 
other things too numerous to men- 
tion. 
A canoe paddle can be hewn 


out of a round log large enough ia 
diameter to make the face of lha 
blade the right dimensions. 


With knife and ax, plus a supply 


of stout w.uer-proof twine (such aa 
used for finning nets), a canoe could 
be built in the wilds of the forest 
that would take you down to civiliza- 
tion at the mouth of the stream. In 
some parts of the world you would • 
not need the twin, as Nature "fur- „• 
r.i^hfrt good substitutes with which' 
to make lashings. Could you build a
